“Baby pig disease” a condition in 
young pigs was quite severe last 
November and December. The con- 
dition was quite similar to “Trans- 
missible Gastroenteritis’ as reported 
in the U.S.A. and also resembled in 
many ways “Vomiting and Wast- 
ing” as occurred in Ontario the 
past couple of years. 

The disease attacked the litter 
any time during the first three 
weeks of the piglets life. A num- 
ber of farmers lost several come 
plete litters at approximately the 
same time. The sows and older 
pigs may develop a temperature 
and show symptoms of diarrhoea 
but they seldom die. The first sym- 
ptoms noted in the young pigs is 


vomiting. A fever is present and 
diarrhoea and = wasting follow. 
Death may occur rather quickly 


while others may linger and waste 
away, finally dying 
ary infection. 


| 
The disease caused rather heavy 


losses for six to eight week period 
last winter then subsided just as 
rapidly as it occurred. On indiv- 
idual farms the losses occurred for 
about one month and then sub- 
sided. This would indicate that 
sows that farrow after that time 
have been exposed, develop and im- 
munity and pass it on to. their 
young in the milk. 

There is no successful treatment. 
The sows that do not farrow until 
after the one month period men- 
tioned above need not be isolated, 
but those that farrow during the 
infected period should be isolated 
and handled se ocrately. Everyone 
should be on the alert for the pos- 
sible recurrence of the disease this 
winter, It is important that an ac- 
curate diagnosis be made and the 
owner should call his veterinarian 
at the first sign of symptoms.

SORGHUM ALMUM TESTED 

There was considerable interest 
in Alberta last spring in the forage 
grass sorghum. Doubt Was ex- 
pressed as to its suitability under 
our conditions; however, quite a 
number of farmers bought a few 
pounds of seed to try out experi- 
mentally, 

During the past year trials were 
also conducted at Lacombe Experi- 
mental Farm and following is a 
report on its performance there. 

Egronomist L. J. Anderson ad- 
vises that in a comparative hay 
test at Lacombe, sorghum § almun 
yielded only 0.74 tons of dry mat- 


ter per acre. Oats yielded 2.74 
tons, millet 2.48 tons, corn 1.77 
tons. Brome first year seeding 


yielded 0.99 tons per acre. 

In this test sorghum Almum, oats 
millet and corn were all seeded on 
May 15. The sorghum almum seed- 
lings emerged two weeks later but 
growth was extremely slow until 
mid-July. A fairly dense stand of 
fine-stemmed plants with numer- 
ous leaves developed, but when the 
first killing frost came on Septem- 
ber 6th, the plants were not yet 
headed out and were only 18 inches 
high. By this time the corn was 
40 inches high, the oats 36 inches 
and millet the same. All were 
severely injured by frost. 

Obviously. says Mr. Anderson, 
claims made for sorghum almum 
were out of line with its potential 
for Central Alberta. Since sorg- 
hum alumum is considered a per- 


ennial, Mr. Anderson plans to 
leave the standover winter so that 
its degree of hardiness under our 


conditions may be determined, 
o 


ALBERTA’'S MATERNITY RECORD 
BEST, THANKS TO THE 
BLOOD DONOR SERVICE 


Alberta has a blood donor service, 
operated by the Red Cross, that is 
second to none in the world. Doc- 
tors at a convention held recently 
{in Edmonton of ‘the Canadian 
| Medical Association were told this 
excellent service was directly re- 
sponsible for the fact that Alberta 
has the lowest death rate during 
childbirth of any province in 
Canada. 

Statistics quoted by Dr, J. Ross 
| Vant, professor of 
the University of Alberta, "showed 
that in 1936, the death rate among 
mothers during childbirth was six 
per thousand. Recently, it has de- 
clined to .74 per thousand. 


Dr, Vant said the availability of 


| properls matched blood was an 
jimportant factor in reducing the 
death rate among mothers. He 
jad Alberta owed the Red Cross a 
‘great debt. 

This debt can be partially paid 
off at the regular blood donor 
clinies held throughout the prov- 
nee, The next clinic is slated for 
Didsbury today ‘Thursday). Nov.

DEAR HOMEMAKERS, 

Do you know the answer to the 
following question “What Foods Are 
Necessary For Health?" Let us look 
at what is considered essential by 
Canadian Council of Nutrition. 

In order to feed your family well 
you must give them food in a vas 
iety that will promote health. The 
variety must consist of foods 
chosen from each of the following 
five groups listed in the Canada's 
Food Rules, 

1. Milk -— Everyone should re- 
ceive at least one pint daily. Ado- 
lescents should receive one and @ 
hal pints a day. 

2. One serving of citrus fruits or 
tomatoes or their juices: and one 
serving of other fruit. 

3. Vegetables — At least one 
serving of potatoes; and at least 
two servings of other vegetables, 
preferably leafy, green or yellow 
and frequently raw. 

4, Cereals and Bread — One ser- 
ving of whole grain cereal, and at 
least four slices of bread 
butter or fortified margarine). 

5. Meat and Fish — One ser-

There are many kinds ot milk, 
fruit, vegetables, cereals, meats and 
fish. You may choose the varieties 
that you prefer, that are available 
and that you tan afford. The im- 
portant point is to eat foods rep- 
resentative of each food group each 
day, When one of these is omitted 
for a long period of time, the body 
may suffer in some way. 

In addition to the five main food 
groups, there are “extra foods” 
which you will use for added cal- 
ories and for greater variety. Some 
of the common “extra foods” are 
the fats and sugars used in baking. 
They are not emphasized because 
the need for them and their con- 
tribution to nutrition are more 
variable than those of Canada's 
Food Rules. Once you have in- 
cluded the necessary foods for 
jhealth you may add any other 
foods that your budget permits.
